MC  climbing  out  of  national  media  avalanche

The  withering  attacks  on 
Mississippi  College  (MC) 
started  almost  immediately 
after  national  news  media 
picked  up  on  a  report  from 
an  obscure  web  site  that  the 
Baptist-affiliated  university 
in  Clinton  had  allegedly  sus¬ 
pended  an  Afghanistan  War 
veteran  suffering  from  Post- 
Traumatic  Stress  Disorder 
(PTSD)  for  requesting  a  non- 
Muslim  counselor. 

Nothing  could  have  been 
farther  from  the  truth,  ac¬ 
cording  to  MC  President  Lee 
G.  Royce.  “The  errors 
and  lies  in  the  story 
have  been  expanded 
and  repeated  with 
groat  impact.  We  have 
endured  thousands  of 
calls,  emails,  and  so¬ 
cial  media  hits,  all  of 
it  focused  on  our  sup¬ 
posed  suspending  of 
a  combat  veteran  for 
asking  for  a  non- Mus¬ 
lim  counselor.  What  utt< 
belous  nonsense,"  Rover 
The  Baptist  Record  the 
after  the  story  raced  acros 
the  country. 

The  flap  began  when  Cam¬ 
pus  Reform,  a  web  site  con¬ 
nected  to  the  Leadership  In- 


stitute  in  Arlington, 
Va.,  published  an 
article  on  May  25  by 
Gabrielis  Morrongi- 
alleged  a  student  vet¬ 
eran  with  PTSD  waa  suspend¬ 
ed  and  labeled  a  threat  to  peers 
after  requesting  to  transfer  to 
non-Muslim  "counselor." 

According  to  information 
on  their  weo  site.  Campus  Re¬ 
form  serves  as  a  "watchdog  to 


the  nation’s  higher  education 
system.  Campus  Reform  ex¬ 
poses  bias  and  abuse  on  the 
nation's  college  campuses." 

The  Leadership  Institute 
web  site  states  the  organi¬ 
zation  "provides  training 
in  campaigns,  fundraising, 
grassroots  organizing,  youth 
politics,  and  communica¬ 
tions.  The  Institute  teaches 
conservatives  of  all  ages  bow 


to  succeed  in  poli¬ 
tics,  government, 

and  the  media."  _ 

According  to 
Campus  Reform, 

MC  student  Jeremy  Rawls 
went  to  a  campus  office  at 
MC  to  acquire  paperwork 
connected  to  hia  schooling. 
When  he  encountered  a  wom¬ 
an  wearing  a  hijab,  a  tradi¬ 
tional  Muslim  headdress,  he 


requested  that  a  non-Muslim 
assist  him.  Campus  Reform 
reported  that  Rawls  soon 
received  a  letter  from  the 
school  suspending  him  for 
making  the  request  for  a  non- 
Muslim  "counselor." 

"MC's  hiring  policy  states 
clearly  that  we  nire  only  Chris¬ 
tians  in  all  full-  and  part-time 
faculty  and  staff  positions, 
giving  preference  to  South¬ 
ern  Baptists,”  Royce  told  The 
Baptist  Record.  “The  student 
in  question  was  not  an  em¬ 
ployee  but  rather  an  unpaid 
student  serving  in  the  office 
as  a  fulfillment  for  her  class 
assignment.  She  is  a  graduate 
student  in  counseling.  Her  job 
was  to  help  students  fill  out 
various  required  forms.  She 
is  not  a  counselor.  We  employ 
only  Christians." 

Royce  is  also  trou¬ 
bled  by  the  accusation 
contained  in  many 
hmmmd  art¬ 

work  news  stories  that 
Rawls  was  "dismissed" 
for  reasons  related  to 
hia  military  service  and 
PTSD  diagnosis. 

"It  is  important  to 
note  the  student  was 
not  ‘dismissed,'*  Royce 
pointed  out.  "Rather,  he 
was  placed  on  interim  sus¬ 
pension  with  a  reintegration 
plan  outlined  for  hia  return 
to  regular  status  in  both  his 
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Bibles  going  to  China  under  new  program

From  now  until  June  20,  cus¬ 
tomers  at  any  of  Life  Way’s  185 
stores  can  purchase  a  Bible  for 


five  dollars.  It  will  then  be  print¬ 
ed  in  China  and  distributed  to 
someone  there  who  is  currently 
without  access  to  Scriptures. 

"In  less  time  than  it  takes 
to  order  and  receive  a  meal  at 
a  drive-through,  you  can  pur¬ 
chase  a  Bible  for  someone  in 
China,"  said  Jeffrey  Smith, 
New  Living  Translation  brand 
director  at  Tyndale,  a  indepen¬ 
dent  publisher  based  in  Carol 
Stream  Q. 

The  partnership  made  sense 
for  LifeWay  because  of  the  sit¬ 
uation  in  Oiina,  Pachares  said. 
"The  church  in  China  is  the 
fastest -growing  in  the  world, 
even  in  the  midst  of  persecu¬ 
tion,"  he  noted.

Prepare 

Families  must  have  a  plan,  particu¬ 
larly  if  you  intend  to  partner  with  an  ex¬ 
isting  ministry.  Missionaries  have  a  lot 
of  insight  to  tne  community  or  people 
group  they  serve,  so  be  sensitive  and 
seek  to  meet  their  specific  needs,  not  the 
needs  you  may  think  they  have. 

It’s  important  to  prepare  spiritually 
as  a  fanny.  “Remember,  you  will  be 
trying  to  impact  the  lives  of  the  loot 
and  unchurched  so  be  prepared  to 
r-  have  your  comfort  zone  challenged  “ 
Gore  explained. 

Ivey  encourages  families  to  “con¬ 
sider  the  gifts  and  passions  of  your 
family.  If  your  children  are  younger, 
look  for  projects  that  would  allow 
their  involvement.  If  they  are  older, 
consider  letting  their  gifts  and  inter¬ 
ests  direct  where  and  now  you  serve."

As  the  aging  process  takes  place 
in  folks  you  will  begin  to  notice 
that  they  rnay  need  aid  to  help 
them  in  every  area  of  their  life.  Their 
mobility  may  get  less  and  so  they  may 
need  the  aid  of  a  stick  so  they  can  get 
around,  or  n  walker,  or  maybe  even  a 
mobile  chair  so  they  can  get  around. 

At  times  people’s  hearing  gets  less  and 
less  and  they  need  some  assistance  in 
order  to  hear  clearly  and  accurately, 
and  so  they  get  some  hearing  aids. 

The  same  thing  happens  with  our  eyes 
as  we  get  older.  Our  eyesight  may  not 
be  as  clear  and  as  shaip  as  it  was  at 
one  time.  Sometimes  m  your  forties 
you  may  need  to  get  some  glasses 
so  you  can  focus,  and  later  you  may 
even  run  into  the  problem  that  you 
have  cataracts  ana  they  need  to  be 
removed.  Still  other  problems  may 
develop  that  affect  your  clear  vision, 
and  there  are  helps  so  you  can  see. 

A  sweet  lady  had  been  to  her  oph¬ 
thalmologist  for  an  examination  only 
to  find  out  that  she  had  excellent  vi¬ 
sion  especially  with  her  glasses  on, 
but  according  to  her  she  still  had  dif¬ 
ficulty  finding  things.  For  instance, 
going  to  the  store,  she  would  look 
and  look  down  the  aisles  and  across 
the  shelves  for  whatever  she  might 
be  in  need  of,  but  in  that  case  her 
problem  was  not  her  eyesight,  but  she 
was  extremely  short  and  could  not 
see  where  things  were  on  the  higher 
shelves.  She  would  have  to  stop  and

ask  people,  and  folks  who  were  a  head 
taller  would  help  her  get  whatever  it 
was  that  she  was  looking  for. 

This  same  dear  lady  often  rode  the 
bus  in  the  city  where  she  lived,  but 
going  to  eaten  the  bus  one  day  she  got 
confused  because  she  couldn  t  see  the 
sign  designating  that  place  as  a  bus 
stop.  She  thought  that  was  where  the 
bus  was  supposed  to  be,  but  she  didn’t 
see  the  sign,  so  she  just  stood  there  for 
a  while  and  sure  enough  the  bus  came 
up  and  stopped  right  there.  When 
she  got  on  the  bus  she  asked  the  driv¬ 
er,  “What  happened  to  the  sign  that 
used  to  be  here  saying  this  was  a  bus 
stop?"  The  kind  driver  said,  “Lady, 


you  were  standing  right  beneath  it  and 
if  you  had  looked  up  you  would  have 
seen  it." 

It’s  not  a  problem  of  aging  but  a 
problem  of  all  of  us  not  looking  in  the 
right  direction  for  the  answers  of  life. 

I  think  of  the  wonderful  word  from 
the  writer  of  Hebrews  who  said  to  us, 
“Looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and 
finisher  of  our  faith*  (Heb.  12:2).  The 
One  that  we  start  the  faith  experience 
with,  Jesus,  the  one  we  end  tne  faith 
experience  with,  Jesus,  is  the  one  we 
need  to  keep  looking  up  to.  You  may 
not  have  cataracts.  You  may  have 
20/20  sharp  vision  but  don  t  stop 
looking  up  to  Him,  for  every  need  in 


your  life  can  be  found  there.  Look  up. 
It  is  there  that  you  will  see  the  answer 
to  every  need  in  your  life.  When  you 
look  up  to  Him,  you  can  find  forgive¬ 
ness,  love,  peace,  joy  and  the  caring 
heart  of  Jesus  Himself. 

You  may  have  messed  up  big  time 
in  life,  hurt  your  family,  wrecked 
yourself,  ostracized  friends,  alienated 
fellow  workers;  you  just  had  a  world 
class  mess  up.  Look  up.  For  Jesus  is 
there  ready  and  able  to  forgive  and 
cleanse  your  heart.  You  may  be 
down,  depressed,  lonely,  empty,  and 
wonder  where  in  the  world  aid  all  the 
joy  and  happiness  of  life  go.  Jesus  has 
joy  that  will  overflow  your  cup  of  life 
if  you  will  look  to  Him.

Interim  suspensions  of  stu¬ 
dents  are  not  common,  Royce 
said,  hut  do  occur  a  few  times 
ench  year.  "Like  other  univer- 
auC5f  wv  requires  siuacnu 
placed  on  interim  suspension 
to  adhere  to  a  reintegration 
plan  and  provide  documented 
evidence  regarding  the  fit¬ 
ness  of  the  student  to  return 
to  campus. 

“The  specific  requirements 
can  vary  depending  on  the  se¬ 
verity  of  the  problem.  MC  staff 
is  usually  able  to  work  with 
the  student  and  family  mem¬ 
bers  to  facilitate  a  smooth 
reintegration  back  into  cam¬ 
pus  activities.  In  this  [Rawls] 
case,  the  student  was  allowed 
to  return  to  his  classes  after 
two  weeks,  one  of  which  was 
spring  break." 

Significantly,  Campus  Re¬ 
form  retracted  Morrongiello  s 
original  article  under  a  May 
27  statement  entitled,  “Edi¬ 
tor’s  Note."

n  surfing  the  internet  I  came 
an  article  about  William  Bor- 

_ ( 1687*1*13  \  William's  family 

was  wealthy  and  upon  his  graduation 
from  high  school,  they  gave  him  a  trip 
around  the  world.  While  on  the  trip, 
William  became  convicted  about  those 
•round  the  world  who  were  lost  with¬ 
out  Christ  Although  William  was  an 
heir  to  the  Borden  wealth,  he  did  not 
plan  his  life  around  his  riches  but  in¬ 
stead  sought  to  follow  the  leadership 
of  the  Lora  for  his  life  in  missions  and 
ministry.  While  he  was  at  Yale  Univer¬ 
sity,  he  began  a  morning  Bible  study 
and  prayer  time  that  grew  from  150 
students  his  freshman  year  to  1,000 
in  attendance  when  he  was  a  senior. 
While  preparing  for  the  mission  field 
through  language  study,  William  died 
of  spinal  meningitis.  Although  he  died 
at  a  young  ace,  William  accepted  his 
role  and  God-given  gifts  as  a  leader 
and  his  influence  on  young  people  has 
continued  for  more  than  a  century.

Joshua  1:1-5  The  victory  and  pos¬ 
session  of  the  land  by  the  Israelites  is  a 
direct  effect  of  their  obedience  to  God 
by  following  the  leadership  of  Moses 
and  Joshua.  Blessings  and  success  are 
evident  when  we  follow  the  rules  of 
God.  This  success  is  not  always  defined 


in  land  possession  or  material  wealth, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  the  plana  of  the 
Lord  arevight  and  true.  When  a  leader 
turns  away  from  God’s  word  as  truth 
and  foundation,  that  leader  loses  his 
or  her  effectiveness  and  influence  to  be 
blessed  by  God. 

Joshua  1:6-8  Twice  in  this  passage 
and  one  more  time  in  verse  9  Joshua 
is  encouraged  to  be  “strong  and  coura¬ 
geous*.  The  issues  before  Joshua  were  a 
call  to  be  strong  and  courageous  in  view  of 
the  mantle  of  leadership  God  had  placed 
upon  him. 

Tnis  was 
a  special  iBI 
ministry 
and  one 
with  huge 
challenges 
and  oh- 
stacles. 

Joshua  1 
coukl  not 
do  inhabit 

this  leadership  role  on  his  own-this  was 
very  beyond  his  skills  and  abilities.  God 
enabled  and  equipped  him.  As  a  leader, 
Joshua  had  to  take  care  to  observe  the 
law  of  God  because  in  it  was  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  all  that  he  would  do  in  leading 
the  people.  Joshua  did  not  only  need  to 
read  God’s  word-it  had  to  be  his  lips  and 
demonstrated  in  his  actions. 


Bible  Studies  for  Life 


Likewise,  God  has  called  each  of  us 
as  believers  to  leadership.  Our  plat¬ 
form  for  influence  could  be  at  work, 
church,  school  or  in  our  homes  and 
neighborhoods.  We  must  rely  on  God 
for  His  power  to  lead  and  on  His  word 
for  truth.  If  we  are  full  of  self-confi¬ 
dence,  it  will  lead  us  to  rely  on  our 
limited  resources  of  energy  and  effort. 
Consequently,  if  we  are  full  of  God- 
confidence,  our  abilities  to  lead  will  he 
super  naturally  empowered  by  His  lim¬ 
itless  grace,  love  and  courage.

The  beginning  of  this 
verse  God  asks,  “Have  I  not  command¬ 
ed  you?"  The  start  of  the  verse  reminds 
me*  of  a  parent  when  we  are  having  to 
repeat  ourselves,  “Have  I  not  told  you 
(three  times  already!)?"  God  is  using 
this  third  time  to  reiterate  in  Joshua  s 
and  heart  of  ti  e  need  to  be  strong  and 
courageous  «s  a  leader.  Sometimes 


leadership  requires  that  our  demeanor 
before  the  people  we  lead  needs  to  re¬ 
flect  His  peace.  The  Lord  reminds  Josh¬ 
ua  not  to  be  afraid  or  terrified  because 
His  presence  would  be  with  him  and 
the  Israelites.  Since  Joshua  had  grown 
up  while  Israelites  were  roaming  in  the 
wilderness,  I  can  imagine  that  the  death 
of  Moses  and  the  message  from  God 
that  he  would  be  the  next  leader  was 
terrifying  and  overwhelming.  God  was 
promising  His  constant  presence  as  the 
Jndicatorfor  Joshua  to  move  ahead.  His 
presence  would  be  the  difference  as  He 
led  them  into  the  Promised  Land.

1.  What  can  you  do  today  to  show 
your  desire  to  be  st  rong  in  the  Lord? 

2.  What  decision  are  you  making 
right  now  that  requires  courage?
